A RARE CASE IN MEDICAL ANNALS 


Second Instance Of The Kind Ever Performed In The 


History Of The Medical World, That 


Is Known Of.

Philadelphia, Pa"., Sept. IS.—The re- 


moval of a man's beating heart and 
its replacement after a bullet had 
been extracted' from the region ad- 
jacent to the organ, is the achieve- 
ment in ir.:edical science just accom- 
plished by physicians at the German- 
town hospital. 
The operation bids 


fair to be successful. 


The patient Is Frank' Robinson, 32 


years old, known as "Hardman" of 
Germantown, because of his powerful 
physique. He weighs 252 pounds, and 
is proportionately formed. He became 
the subject ot" surgical attention as 
the result of an altercation with Po- 
liceman Morley on Sept. 7, when, for 
self-protection, the policeman asserts, 
he was obliged- to shoot .liobinson, 
whom he was trying to arrest. 


Bullet Near Heart. 


The bullet entered' Robinson's left 


breast directly on a line 
with his 


heart. His death was looked for mo- 
mentarily. When he continued to live 
for twenty-four hours the physicians 
realized they had a remarkable case. 
Surgeons from all over the city were 
attracted by the case. 


It was decided after tho third day 


that the man's heart probably was 
not injured, but there was pressure 
near it. Few doctors would even rec- 
ommend the delicate operation nec- 
essary to relief, much less under- 
take It. 


One distinguished master of sur- 


gery, howevor, volunteered to 
per- 


form the operation.' The patient was 
put into condition, and last Thursday 
the operation was performed. 


To carry It out, portions of two 


ribs.wore removed, exposing the heart 
to view. No evidence's of a

As soon as it was taken from 
the body it was observed the heart 
seemed to beat more vigorously and 
with great regularity. 


Attention was then given to the 


fleshy environment in the heart re- 
gion of ,the chest, which wasj found 
to be greatly inflamed. 
For nearly 


an hour the search for the seat of 
the trouble continued, before the "bul- 
let was found imbedded :u the flesh 
within a small fraction of an inch of 
the heart, upon which it had caused 
the pressure. 


Owes Life to Physique. 


During .all the time of the operation 


the heart was in full view of the 
physicians, performing its functions 
of voluntary contraction and expan- 
sion, as it sent the patient's 
blood 


through the* arteries to the further- 
most portion of his body. 


It was a spectacle such as few phy- 


sicians have -ever had- the privilege to 
look upon, and. it was only made pos- 
sible in this case through the mar- 
velous vitality of the patient. 
After 


the bullet was removed, the heart was 
put back into place and the ribs also 
were replaced and covered with the 
flesh. 


When the patient recovered from 


the effects of the uues-thc-tic he seemed 
to' be much relieved, though naturally 
ho was weak. 


The operation is said to be only the 


s:eco:id one of its kind ever performed 
in this city. The other had. been made

months ago,, 'upon a patient whose 
heart' had been slashed by a knife 
thrust. The organ was taken out and 
the severed portion sewed together 
without interrupting the heart's ac- 
tion.

in the-country. Yet a large acreage 
can be reclaimed without interfering 
with these industries. In fact, irriga- 
tion will prove a benefit to them. 


Stockmen Favor Irrigation. 


Stockmen, who are often popularly 


supposed to be opposed to any change 
from old -time conditions, are gener- 
ally in Tavor o£ the largest possible 
irrigation of the arid 
and semi-arid 


lands. 
They are 
coming to an ap- 


preciation of the benefits of a large 
and cheap supply of winter feed,.and

The " mining 
population 
of 
both 


Montana and Idaho ' constitutes 
an 


excellent market for products. 
It is 


estimated that at least ?5,000,000 an- 
nually goes' out of Montana for vege- 
tables, fruit, dairy, poultry and pork 
products, and but a little less for Ida- 
ho, all of which can be produced with- 
in the states1. 


There are in Montana alone as the 


result of private enterprise, nearly a 
million acres of reclaimed 
land, and 


the fortunate owners of which ha,ve 
nothing 19 
complain 
of. 
They are 


prosperous to a degree. 


Areas Not Requiring Irrigation. 


It must not appear from this that 


all the lands of the 
northwest are 


entirely arid. There are many thou- 
sadns of acres1 in different sections of 
Montana that grow good crops without 
irrigation.

hench lands in Fergus county, favor- 
ably located., for instance, grow the in- 
credible yield of 45 bushels of wheat 
per acre, without irrigation.

'River project near Great Falls1 will re- 
claim probably 000,000 acres in middle 
northern Montana, where the land is 
.exceptionally deep and rich. 


In eastern Montana three projects 


nre under way, the Glendive-Buford, 
which 
will 
reclaim 
190,000 acres 


mostly in Montana, with a small por- 
tion in North Dakota. 
Another pro- 


ject will reclaim 
40.000 acres near 


Hillings, called the Huntley Flat pro- 
ject and the reclamation of a large 
3>ortion of the Crow reservation which 
is to be thrown open to settlement in 
.the near future. 


Trebling the Population.

propects the population of Montana 
will bo trebled in the near 
future.

Then 
saturate a double thickness of flannel in 
good, strong vinegar that has been well 
heated. A little salt added to the vin- 
egar will add. Lay the hot cloth upon 
the back and over that place an oil cloth 
or oiled silk so that the mois-ture will 
not evaporate, and on top of the olied 
silk or oil cloth place a good-sized hot 
water bag. Keep it hot for an hour. 
Remove all the applications and again 
rub with the warm olive oil, using care 
to leave no oil on the surface. Finish, 
the rubbing with witch hazel extract and 
cover with dry flannel. A repetition of 
this treatment for two or three evenings 
will usually cure the most obstinate ] 
cases of lumbago or pain iu the back.

This can he clone by the 
use of the tissue elements or cell salts, 
although the usual method of treat- 
ment Is to cauterize or snare and pull 
them out, a, practice which I consider 
brutal and unwarranted.

low.

Mr. Cahau, "iu view of the bloody out- 
breaks in Warsaw, the strllcus and dis- 
turbances Iu so many Russinu cities, 
the dramatic revolt Iu the Black sea 
lleet tiuil the spectacle of a Russian 
battleship cruising Uic sea manned by 
mutineers and. surrendered voluntarily 
after the rest of the fleet lias shown 
Itself afraid to use force on account o£ 
the general disaffection of the sailors. 
There may bo a vast amount of blood- 
shed to come Iu Russia, but there will 
not be a French revolution in your 
sense, because 'the country is too vast 
and too heterogeneous."

3s described in The White Terror and 
the Red,' is not much more radical 
than tho regular papers. 
Even the 


conservative papers denounce the ad- 
visers of the czar. What is likely to 
happen Is that the czar will yield, that 
the zeinstvo representatives 'will be 
allowed to meet and will practically 
dictate terms for a representative gov- 
ernment, free speech and amnesty for 
political offenders. 


"Boulyglu's constitution will be dis- 


carded and a more liberal constitution 
adopted. 
The mob will bo quieted by 


tho zeinstvo representatives, who are 
iu touch with the peasants, and by the 
revolutionists, who can Influence the 
working .people. 
But unless this is 


done promptly there will be an epi- 
demic of bomb tin-owing and many vio- 
lent deaths."

Conse- 
quently the year would consist of ;iC4 
days aud tiere would remain an extra 
or fete day which would not Tjelong to 
any single month. Leap years would 
be marked by two such fete days.

RESCUE WOMAN 


Mate of Burning Vessel Is Overcome 


by His Exertions and Goes Down 


After Small Boat Capsizes.

Ketchum wore drowned in Lake Su- 
perior Saturday' while leaving that' 
vessul. which had caught fire off Par- 
isian island, in a lifeboat.

crew, including

cook, launched the lifeboat and pre- 
pared to row lo the steamer Notting- 
ham, which had the Ketchum in tow.' 
In attempting to lower the woman 
safely into the small boat the craft 
capsized, throwing 
the nine people,

to save themselves the eight men mo- 
mentarily forgot the presence of the, 
woman, and she was carried

distance away. 


Without 
a 
moment's 
hesitation. 


Mate Andrew Anderson Jumped to the; 
rescue. 
He reached the struggling- 


woman and, seizing-her by .the cloth-; 
ing, 
turned and attempted to return; 


to the ship, but the seas carried him 
farther away. 
Tiring from his exer- 


tions and, borne down by the weight 
of the helpless woman, his efforts be- 
came feeble and the two sank before 
the eyes of the other members of the
